Germ of Common Cold Isolated 
In Tests; May Lead to Vaccine 


Research Work Still in Early Stages, How- 
ever—Exact Nature of Agent Not 
Yet Determined. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 26 (AP)— 
A long-sought objective of science 
—laboratory isolation and growth 


of a germ which causes one va- 
riety of a “common cold”—has 
been achieved by two researchers 
of the National Institute of 


th. 1 
The development, which opens 
the way to the “possibility” of pro- 
ducing a protective vaccine, was 
announced by Doctors Norman 
Topping and Leon T. Atlas. 

The research was aided by 
prisoners of the District of Co- 
lumbia’s Lawton Reformatory who 
volunteered to contract experimen- 
tal colds. It was described in the 
technical journal Science. The 
details were amplified at a press 
conference. | 

Starting with material taken 
from the nose of another scientist 
who was stricken with a natural 
cold, the doctors said they were 
able to grow in the fluid of fertile. 
hen-eggs an “agent” which pro- 
duced a characteristic cold in 57 
of 60 prisoner volunteers innocu- 
plated with it. 

Dr. Topping said the cold pro- 
duced was a prevalent type—a 
“thick, severe form — something 
like what we know as sinusitis. 
“It’s not the runny-nose, runny- 
eye sort of cold,” he added, “May- 
be there’s another agent that pro- 
duces that kind of cold.” 

The researchers said the exact 
nature of the agent is not yet 
known. It is presumed to be a 
germ, They cannot say definitely 
that it has been seen, but Dr. R. 


W. G. Wyckoff, also of the insti- 
tute, has trained a powerful elec- 
tron microscope on the infected 
egg fluid and has reported. seeing 
“characteristic particles” that have 
thus far not been seen in normal 
egg fluids. 

The “isolation” of the agent con- 
sists so far in knowing it is pres- 
ent in the egg fluid. It has been 
kept alive and propagated for al- 
most a year now by passage 
through eight batches of eggs. 

Emphasizing that the studies 
still are in their very earliest 
stages, Topping said developments 
so far point only “to the possibil- 
ity—not the probability—of pro- 
ducing a vaccine.” 

But he also said: 

“We consider this (work) to be 
quite significant towards the hope 
of solving the riddle of the com- 
mon cold.“ 

Up to now, research on the com- 
mon cold has been limited by the 
inability of scientists to devise a 
laboratory procedure for isolating 
and growing the agent responsible 
so that they could study the ma- 
terial adequately, learn its nature, 
and build a defense against it. 


Dr. W. Barry Wood Jr., profes- 
sor“ of medicine at Washington 
University Medical School, said 
isolation and growth of the germ 
was a major advance in research 
on the cold. He pointed out that 
development of a vaccine to com- 
bat the germ must await comple- 
tion of a considerable amount of 
further research on its nature and 
action,

179 TRAFFIC DEATHS 
OVER HOLIDAY ; 109 
OTHER FATALITIES 


CHICAGO, Dec. 26 (AP)—A toll 
of 288 violent deaths—with traffic 
and fires the principal causes— 
marred the celebration of the 
Christmas holiday. 

Accidents on the highways, as 
‘usual over a holiday period, re- 
sulted in the largest number of 
deaths — at least 179. Fatalities 
from miscellaneous causes totaled 
109, more than double the toll last 
Christmas. More than 30 of that 
total died in fires. There were 
two traffic deaths in Missouri and 
15 traffic deaths and two other 
fatalities listed in Illinois. 

The toll of fatalities covered 
the period from 6 p.m. Christmas 
eve to last midnight. For the cor- 
responding period last year the 
total was 261, including 213 traffic 
deaths and 48 fatalities from 
miscellaneous causes—fires, plane 
and train crashes, asphyxiation 
and others, 

The National Safety Council, al- 
though making no prediction for 
the period covered in the survey, 
had estimated that traffic acci- 
dents for the four-day Christmas 


holiday period will total 400.

Truman Aid Asserts Ebb 


of Inflation Depends on 


eign Aid — Predicts 
Record Production. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 26 (AP)— 
The next 12 months should bring 
record-breaking United States pro- 
duction and perhaps an ebb in the 
tide of rising prices, the Govern- 
ment’s top. economist reported to- 


day. 

“Given a fair crop year, there’s 
a distinct possibility that 1948 will 
see an abatement of inflation,” 
said Dr. Edwin G. Nourse, chair- 


man of the President’s Council of 
Economic Advisers, 

The three major influences on 
the economic pulse during the 
next year, Dr. Nourse told a re- 
porter, probably can be listed in 
this order: 

1. The weather. If wheat, corn 
and other crops escape the 
drouth which hurt last fall’s 
harvest, food costs could lead 
the way to more stable prices. 

2. Labor relations. A “third 
round” of sizable wage in- 
creases, or a new wave of 
strikes curtailing production, 
could heighten inflationary pres- 
sures. 

8. Foreign aid. Depending on 
how much help is voted for Eu- 
ropean recovery, exports could 
make some existing shortages 
more critical. The council al- 
ready has advocated federal con- 
trolg to keep the scarcity of cer- 
tain products, including steel 
and grain, from setting off a 
further inflationary spin. 
Congress thus far has author- 
ized only voluntary agreements by

Big Wheat Crop ® 

As for the No, 1 factor, weather, 
the Agriculture Department had 
good news last week: Its winter 
wheat forecast indicated another 
bumper crop—more than a billion 
buahela—may be harvested. 

As for goods and services, the 
nation’s production rose in 1947, 
Dr. Nourse pointed out, and can be 
expected to rise further. He gave 
no figures, since these will be in- 
cluded in Truman’s economic mes- 
sage to Congress next. month. 

However, in the <council’s own 
report to Truman earlier this week, 
there. was an indication that the 


5 per cent increase which the Pres- 


ident set as a “desirable” goal for 
1947 had not quite been reached. 
In terms of dollars, the “gross 
national product”—the Commerce 
Denartment’s measure of all goods 
and services produced—probably 
has hit a record high rate. of 
$235,000,000,000 a year, or about 15 
per cent over the rate last New 
Year's. Much of the increase is the 
result of rising prices, however. 
By most measurements, 1947 was 
a banner year for production, The 
basic industry, steel, set a peace- 
time record of about 84,000,000 
tons.. Records were achieved in 
the manufacture of roughly 1,200,- 
000 trucks, 3,000,000 vacuum clean- 
ers, 3,500,000 washing machines, 
4,400,000 stoves, and some $1,200,- 
000,000 worth of farm equipment.

19-INCH SNOWFALL 
COVERS NEW YORK, 
ONE - DAY RECORD 


NEW YORK, Dec. 26 (UP)—The 
greatest one-day snowfall in his- 
tory of the New York . weather 
bureau fell here today. The bu- 
reau announced at 4 p.m, that 19 
inches of snow had fallen in the 
city since the worst storm of re- 
cent years began at 5:30 a. m., less 
than 12 hours before. 

The previous record for a 24 
hour period was 17.8 inches, re- 
corded Feb. 17-18, 1893. In the fa- 
mous blizzard of '88, which lasted 
three days, the greatest one-day 
snowfall was 16.5 inches, recorded 
on March 12, 1888. — 

It still was snowing hard at the 
time the weather bureau report 
was issued, but the thermometer 
stood only a few degrees below 
freezing, and the storm cotld not 
be compared in fury to a full-scale 
blizzard, which is marked by zero 
temperatures and high winds, 

Nevertheless, transport in the 
city and its suburbs was slowing 
toward a standstill, and hundreds 
of thousands of workers were leav- 
ing factories, stores, and offices 
early to seek to reach their homes 
while some vehicles still were 
moving. 

Taxicabs had almost entirely left 
the streets. Busses were running 
erratically, if at all. 

The storm forced Cunard White 
Star Lines to cancel the sailing of 
the Queen Mary. The lines said 
the luxury liner might sail tomor- 
row.

FEWISH AGENCY 
OFFICIAL KILLED 
IN ARAB ATTACK 


10 Others Die When Two 
Convoys and Bus Are 
Fired On—Total of 18 
Fatalities in Day. 


JERUSALEM, Dec. 26 (AP)—A 
Jewish Agency official and 14 
other Jews, one Arab and two 
British civilians were killed today 
in the Holy Land’s Arab-Jewish 
strife. 

Hans Beith, acting director of 
the Jewish Youth Aliyah, was 
killed in an attack by snipers on 
a convoy near Jerusalem: Two 
other Jews were killed and six 
wounded in the attack. 

Four more Jews died in an at- 
tack on a second convoy inside 
Jerusalem and an Arab ambush of 
a Jewish bus killed four and 
wounded seven. 

The other deaths, which occurred 
at several points increased to 363 
the total of Palestine fatalities 
since partition was approved Mov. 
29 by the United Nations. 


Two With Beith Unhurt. 

,Beith was an organizer of im- 
migration for Jewish children, He 
formerly was an aid to the late 
American philanthropist,. Henri. 
etta Szold. 

The car in which Befth was 
killed and another Jew was 
wounded also carried Mrs. Golda

to a 15 per cent increase in rents 
on the basis of information avail- 
able in Washington, Housing Ex-

Woods's letter was the latest 
chapter in a squabble with the 
Chicago board which began in 
October, when the advisory board 
recommended the over-all ceiling 
increase and was turned down.

In the new letter Woods item- 
ized the informafton he considers 
necessary to permit approval of a 
rent boost. He suggested that a 
public hearing is the “most fea- 
sible means” of obtaining evidence 
that present rents work a hard- 
ship on landlords. 

The latest figures available here 
show that the operating income of 
Chicago apartment owners in 1946 
was 24.1 per cent above the level 
of 1939, he said in the letter to 
John J. Ryan, chairman of the 
Chicago board. 

While no later figures on the po- 
sition of landlords are available, 
he added, the latest rent index of 
the Bureau of Labor Statistics 
shows that in September, Chi 
rents were 127.6 per cent of the 
1935-39 average. By comparison, he 
added, the index for 34 major cit- 
les was 113.6. 

A rent increase could be justi- 
fied, Woods stated, if it could be 
shown that there were unusual 
conditions in March 1942, the date 
at which Chicago rent ceilings 
were fixed. He noted, however, 
that the index of the 34 large cities 
was 109.8 on that date while the 

index stood at 112.8. 

“As you can readily see, the data 
available in this ofifce do not sub- 
stantiate your recommendation for 
a 15 per cent over-all increase,” 
he went on. 

“If, however, the board wishes 
to present a new recommendation 
based upon substantiating evidence 
obtained by surveying the net op- 

position of a more current 
sample of landlords and other sub- 
stantiating evidence concerning

He 
said he met her in a tavern in 
Hannibal, Mo., in 1943 and they 
were married in October 1945, after 
his first wife, with whom he had 
lived for 20 years, obtained a di- 
vorce. 

Detective Lt. John Sinclair and 
Detective Cpl. James Ogden re- 
ceived information last Wednes- 
day that Winkler was visiting tav- 
erns and making inquiries con- 
cerning a meeting with a member 
of the underworld. The officers 
also learned that Winkler planned 
to meet a gangster at the Amer- 
ican Hotel late that afternoon. 

They went to the hotel to await 
his arrival. At about 4:30 p.m.

Attorney Reads It. 


Tojo settled himself comfortably 
in the witness chair as Attorney 
George Blewett of Philadelphia, 
Pa,, began reading the 245-page, 
60,000-word affidavit. The reading 
was expected to occupy court ses- 
sions for the next two days. It 
will be followed by cross-examina- 
tion. 

Tojo appeared fully recovered 
from a pistol shot wound in the 
chest he inflicted in an attempt to 
kill himself soon after the sur- 
render. 

In his affidavit, Tojo made every 
attempt to shield Hirohito from 
blame for the war. 


“The entire responsibility rests 
in effect upon responsible persons 
in the Cabinet and in the supreme 
command,” he stated. 


The blame for war without 
warning, which made Pearl Har- 
bor a synonym for treachery, Tojo 
placed upon diplomatic officials. 
“I conscientiously believed at 
the. time that delivery of our noti- 
fication of war was made, accord- 
ing to the Foreign Minister’s 
(Shigenon Togo) instructions,” the 
affidavit said. 

“It was but natural for us to 
place full faith in our diplomatic 
officials in executing a function 
of such vital importance.” 


Views on Executions. 


Tojo also tried to evade respon- 
sibility for execttting Allied pris- 
oners, including —— airmen.

but added that Japan never 
ratified the Geneva protocol.

Morse said he believes that de- 
Spite voting for the “voluntary” 
bill, many Republican Senators 
are fearful that inflation cannot 
be checked except by an. economic 
bust, unless their party comes 
forward with a program that gives 
the Government an economic gun 
behind the door” for use if the 
voluntary approach fails. 

“The Republican party,” Morse 
added, “will fail to fulfill its great- 
est opportunity for service to the 
American people if it does not 
recognize that it is the duty of a 
free government to set up mini- 
mum compulsory controls to stop 
the unreasonable drive for profits, 
both by individuals and big busi- 
ness, which is so characteristic of 
this inflation,” he said. 

Drop in Federal Bonds. 

The Federal Reserve System al- 
lowed United States Government 
bond prices to drop sharply 
Wednesday in what bankers con- 
sidered a new Administration anti- 
inflation maneuver. 

At the close of the market, quo- 
tations for many federal issues 
were near par and at the lowest 
levels in years. Declines ranged 
from a few cents per $100 bond 
to more than $2. 

A source close to the Federal 
Reserve System stated that the 
latest twist in Government fi- 
nancial policy indicated that the 
federal agency would “aggressive- 
ly” support the bond market at 
the new levels for the “foresee- 
able future.” It was emphasized 
by this source that the agency’s 
action did not mean any change 
in the Government policy of main- 
taining the long-term interest rate 
at 2 per cent. Government 
bonds, in other words, would not 
be allowed to break below par. 

Financial circles indicated that 
the new and lower level was more 
realistic—that is, more in accord 
with the market’s appraisal] of 
Government issues.

NEARLY ALL LIFE 


der Urges Revision. 


Secretary of the Treasury Snyder 
said today that hearly all life in- 
surance companies will have no 
federal taxes to pay on this year’s 
income. 

This results, he said in a state- 
ment, from a 1942 law which this 
year brings about the “effective 
removal of federal income tax lia- 
bility from insurance companies.” 
Snyder asked that Congress give 
“immediate attention’ to changing 
the law to prevent a repetition of 
this “unavodiablg result.” 

Snyder explained that the 1942 
law fixes a formula for determin- 
ing what portion of net investment 
income ‘life insurance companies 
may deduct from tax liability in 
order to maintain reserves for the 


This year, the formula works out 
so that the companies may deduct 
100.66 per cent of their life in- 
surance income, Snyder said. 

“T have no alternative (under 
the law) but to determine such a 
figure,” he added. 

Snyder said the effect is not 
only to free the companies en- 
tirely from taxes on income from 
investments of life insurance 
funds but they also get an addi- 
tional credit“ that can be used 
to lower their taxes on income 
from investment of accident and 
health insurance funds. 

In previous years, the formula 
has never worked out to give the 
insurance companies complete ex- 
emption from taxes on income 
from life insurance investments. 

Factors that vary from year to 
year enter into it and the figure 
is calculated on the basis of data 
furnished by life insurance com- 
panies on their income tax returns 
for 194 

On 1946 income from life insur- 
ance investment, the companies | 
were allowed a deduction of 95.95 
per cent. For 1945, the figure was 
95.39; 1944, 92.61; 1943, 91.98; and 
1942, 93 per cent. 

“The present taxing formula ap- 
plicable to life insurance com- 
panies is based on conditions exist- 
ing at the time of its adoption 
in 1942,” Snyder's statement said,

tion levels since 1941. ‘ 

In many secondary categories— 
bicycles, commercial vehicles, 
clocks, chemicals, tractors, agri- 

implements—Britain is 
producing more than she ever pro- 
duced in her history and in some 
cases, such as tractors, nearly 
seven times as much as ever be- 
fore. 

Cloth production, as apart from 
cotton yarn, is running as much 
as 10 per cent ahead of the com- 
parable month of 1946, far and 
away the highest total since the 
war ended. 

In many cases, notably textiles, 
although production is not yet up 
to prewar, export values are in 
fact higher than prewar. This is 
partly due to higher prices today, 
but it is also due to the fact that 
the British people are giving up 
goods they badly need on their 
home markets—a pinch which 
they will feel increasingly in 1948, 
but which is paying off in balance- 
of-trade figures. 

Trade Gap Narrowed. 

In the middle of November the 
Board of Trade was able to an- 
nounce that the gap between im- 
ports that Britain buys and ex- 
ports which she sells had been 
narrowed to the smallest point 
since March. Exports had gone up 
by about $36,800,000 and imports 
had been held down so that a net 
gain on the balance-of-payments 


gap was realized. 

With the over-all export figures 
a whole series of new records were 
set—textiles for one, automobiles 


for another—which indicate a solid h 


achievement instead of somewhat 
unsteady up-and-down  fluctua- 
tio 


ns. 

But November — normally a 
gloomy month of fegs and cold and 
rain—was perhaps most remark- 
able for the change in the mental 
state of this country. The galvaniz- 
ing effect of the wedding of Prin- 
cess Elizabeth on the imaginations 
of the British people cannot be un- 
derestimated. They have been 
tired, confused, uncertain of where 
they were going, buffeted by ra- 
tion cuts, wearied by queues. 

At perhaps the very moment 
when the country was scraping the 


bottom and the people still uncer- f 


tain of which way they were go- 
ing, the royal wedding swelled 
every heart with memories of the 
giorious British past and instilled 
confidence in the future. 

The change of people’s attitudes 
is less tangible than facts and fig- 
ures of November production, but 
it means much more in terms of 
the future. Not that there is less 
griping against the Labor Govern- 
ment, or even less gloom about 
the months ahead. But people now 
know where they stand. 

The managing director of one of 
Britain’s biggest textile mills 
which I visited during the month 
put it this way: 

“You know we've been drifting 
along for months with our people 
turning out Just an ordinary day’s 
work, but suddenly we are begin- 
ning to get an increase in man- 
hour production. I don’t know just 
why it is, but we are suddenly get- 
ting it. We've been dinning and 
dinning and dinning people about 
harder work and more production 
and I guess its beginning to sink 
in.” 


Appeal to Railway Men. 

A more specific example is the 
big “railroad weekend” which Sir 
Stafford Cripps pulled off over 
Nov. 22 and 23. Transportation, 
next to coal, is one of the most 
difficult problems Britain faces 
this winter. Its desperate shortage 
of freight cars can completely 
negate any coal output increase. 
So in his regular press conference 
the day before the royal wedding, 
Cripps issued an appeal. 

He asked for the railroad men 
to volunteer that weekend and 
every weekend to unload and turn 
around freight cars that other- 
wise would be standing on the 
tracks from noon Saturday until 
Monday morning. 

Maybe it was the royal wedding 
atmosphere. Certainly an unsea- 
sonably warm weekend—warmest 
November weekend in 40 years; 
another remarkable record for the 
month—helped get the ball roll- 
ing, but whatever it was the men 
turned out in droves and the re- 
sult was one of the biggest week- 
end turn-arounds for freight cars 
since the ware ended, Next week- 
end, in really unpleasant weather, 
the performance was not only re- 
peated but improved upon. 

No longer do you hear so Much

a 12 or 16-hour day with the dual 
objective of easing the electricity 
load on Britain's overworked gen- 
erators and spreading the net wid- 
est for labor. 

The coal miners are furnishing 
the lead. They are working either 
an extra half-hour each day of a 
five-day week, or working Satur- 
days. But beyond that there has 
been a sudden spurt in ton-a-shift 
figures, which now stand at the 
highest level since 1938 and are 
holding up well as the weeks go 


‘People on the March.’ 

These are positive signs that, 
as Cripps put it at one of his press 
conferences recently, “the British 
people are on the march.” 

To Cripps himself must go most 
of the credit, During the economic 
crisis period in August, The Lon- 
don omist was able to write 
at one point with considerable rea- 
ors “Last week the question was 

ether the government had a pol- 
icy; this week the question is 
whether the country has a govern- 
ment.” : 

Such a charge scarcely could be 
brought today on either count. 
There is a government and it has 
a policy. ripps has surrounded 
imself with a new team that has 
brought energy, intellect, and pre- 
cision to bear on problems that for. 
the last two years have been at- 
lowed to solve themselves, or tie 
themselves in greater knots as 
generally happened. 

Even if the coal production pic- 
ture had not improved so remark- 
ably during November, Hugh 
Gaitskill, the new Minister of Fuel 
and Power, had worked out a coal 
allocations system that gave in- 
dustry a maximum of assurance 
and a minimum of doubt about 
where it stood as the winter ap- 
proached, 

Cripps himself has been inde- 
fatigable, sometimes unbelievable. 
He is a végetarian, and Winston 
Churchill once referred to him on 
the floor of the House of Commons 
as “that ethereal body which pro- 
duces such a high output on such 
a low intake of fuel.” 

‘His tremendous, detailed grasp 
of everything from the problems 
of machinery layout in a cotton 
spinning mill to the per-acreageé 
output of potatoes in Great Britain 
never ceases to impress reporters 
at his economic press conferences. 

The Gravesend by-election -in 
late November injected a welcome 
note of political stability for the 
Labor Government, which is im- 
portant to Britain both nationally 
and internationally at this junc- 
ture.

The stoppage of food imporfs from 
the United States for lack of dol- 
lars with which to buy can have 
an increasingly bad effect on the 
standard of Britain’s diet. 


Economic 

The year ahead has its economic 
dangers, too. Its greatest danger 
is the exhaustion of Britain’s gold 
and dollar reserves, just as the 
United States loan suddenly began 
to drain out in July and August. 
If exports do not rise enough to 
close the gap in the balance of 
trade, then reserves must be spent 
to make up the difference. The 
unfreezing of the remainder of the 
American loan will give Britain a 
three-months breather to 
export drive rolling in a big way. 
After that, if reserves get too low, 
another crisis will be at hand. 

But this nation is far better pre- 


red economically and psycho- 


logically to meet such a situation 
in the year ahead than it was in 
the year behind, The very fact that 
the country is prepared means that

perience’ of the older members. 
And since the establishment of the 
Soviet regime, all have been en- 
gaged in a perpetual contest, in 
which the prize was absolute 
power, and the penalties for failure 
were exile,.or imprisonment, or 
death. None has even seen much 
of the outer world. For many 
years all have been self-confined 
in the incredible isolation of the 
Kremlin — the triple-barred cita- 
del within. the w fortress of 
the Soviet Union. All of them, 
furthermore, are high priests of 
a new world faith, international 
Communism; and while cynical 
realism is common enough among 
powerful ecclesiastics, even the 
Borgias were not atheists.

The mistake that was made in 
wartime was to assume that these 
men were not very different from 
Western leaders-—-to suppose that 
they could be appealed to by the 
same arguments and convinced by 
the same marks of good faith, as

Stimson retired from the Cabinet 
in September 1945, after the 
Japanese surrender. 
Describing in detai] the behind- 
the- scenes manetivering that 
forced postponement of Operation 
Bolero, the proposed Normandy 
landing, in favor of Operation 
Torch, the assault on North Africa, 
Stimson said: 
“The Torch decision was the re- 
sult of two absolutely definite and 
final rulings, one by the British, 
and the other by the President 
(Roosevelt). 

“Torch” a Compromise. 
“Mr. Churchill and his advisers 
categorically refused to accept the 
notion of a cross-Channel inva- 
sion in 1942. Mr. Roosevelt cate- 
gorically insisted that there must 
be some operation in 1942. The 
only operation that satisfied both 
of these conditions was Torch.“ 
Stimson indicated that the com- 
promise displeased both him and 
Marshall, now Secretary of State, 
then the Army’s chief of staff.

Hundreds of thousands of these 
people fled into Austria ahead of 
the Russian Army. They included 
Poles, Balts, Germans, White Rus- 


sians, Ukranians and Yugoslavs, 
and many other nationalities, most 
of whom did not want to return 
to their native countries. 

We were able to repatriate vol- 
untarily a great many, but today 
there are still about 400,000 dis- 
placed persons in Austria; about 
30,000 are Jews who have no place 
to go. 

The logical exit for most of 
these 400,000 people is to the east- 
ward, but they do not want to go 
back into Russia or Soviet-domin- 
ated countries. They fear for their 
lives. 

Early in our negotiations the 
Soviets made a deal whereby they 
could keep a displaced persons re- 
patriation mission in the Ameri- 
can zone. 

This mission was to assist in 
persuading Soviet citizens to re- 
turn home. Although I did not like 
the prospect, I had to accept this 
Soviet group. I had nothing but 
difficulty with it. 

Tried to Force Return. 

Its members caused a lot of 
trouble in displaced persons camps 
and elsewhere. They tried to force 
the repatriation of persons who 
did not want to be repatriated. 

I knew that members of the mis- 
sion were engaging in extensive 
espionage. 

Finally the mission became such 
a source of trouble—both to the 
displaced persons and to our coun- 
ter-intelligence offices—that I told 
Soviet Marshall Konev that the 
mission would have to go. 

I had had previous correspond- 
ence with him about the mission’

But 
wartime intercepts of Soviet dip- 
lomatic dispatches, the Canadian 
Royal Commission investigation 
and other evidence have now es- 
tablished beyond doubt that facts 
reach the Kremlin in fantastically 
distorted shape. 

Again, this is inevitable. In the 
Soviet Union, the Politburo lays 
down the party line. The party 
line is the sacred truth. 


Anything that challenges the 
truth is heretical and sinful, Thus 
the Politburo may promulgate a 
new party line for reasons of pure, 
cynical expediency. But an echo- 
ing, answering roar, confirming 
this party line in every detail, 
comes back from embassies, intel- 
ligence nets, Communists abroad, 
bureaucrats and experts at home, 
press in Moscow and every other 
possible source. In the end, what 
was said from mere expediency 
must begin to convince even the 
men who first said it. 

Now May be Convinced. 

Stalin and his colleagues are 
far too astute to have believed 
their own charges of capitalist 
encirclement and imperialist ag- 
gression, when they first began to 
make these charges as a, smoke- 
screen to cloak their own imperial 
ist program.

HERE was plenty of Communist-inspired espionage going on in 
the United States zone in Austria, In one dramatic circumstance, 
I caught the principals red-handed. : 
Because Austria was the crossroads of the war where the vic- 
torious armies of the U.S. S. R. and the other Allies met, it was a 
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entirely new mission which would 
have a 30-day trial period. 

Shortly before the day that the 
old mission was to leave, I was 
tipped off that an attempt would 
be made to kidnap one of our key 
United States counter-espionage 
Agents, 

I issued instruction that the op- 
erative be carefully guarded and 
that a trap be set should an ab- 
duction really be attempted. 


About 3 a.m. one morning, sev- 
eral cars without lights ap- 
proached the house in which the 
United States agent was living. 

Men alighted from the cars and 
went into the house. They were 
met by our MPs. Lights care- 
fully hidden around the house 
were switched on, flooding the 
place so the intruders could not 
escape in the darkness. 


We found that the group in- 
cluded members of the Soviet re- 
patriation mission. 

Mission Promptly Expelled. 

Several of them were in the unl- 
form of the United States military 
police. At first they even tried 
to deny they were Russians, but 
they were quickly identified as 
members of a Soviet-sanctioned 
mission. 

I promptly informed Konev that 
we were escorting the mission to 
the border of the Soviet zone and 
that so far as I was concerned 
any alleged Soviet repatriation 
mission was a mission non-grata 
in the United States zone. The 
Russians were taken to the bor- 
der and expelled from our zone.

The rea] value is the same, 
determined solely by the fertility of the 
soil. 


This confusion of prices values 
frequently leads to the conviction that 
when prices are high we are highly 
prosperous, whereas real prosperity is 
determined by how efficiently we pro- 
duce from our natural resources.

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A Timid Document 
The second annual report of the President's 
Council of Economic Advisers is a timid, tenta- 
tive and disappointing document. It was impos- 
sible in 14,000 words of economic reverie, not 
to say some good things. The condemnation of 
the document lies in the great things of over- 

riding importance which were left unsaid, 
The worst drags on production and the 
achievement of economic balance in this country 
today are basic shortages in such things as steel, 
electric power, freight cars, coal and coke-and 
natural gas transmission lines. If these shortages 
were removed, production could leap ahead, in- 
flationary purchasing power could be absorbed, 
and we could achieve the expansion of our eco- 


nomie machine which is required if we are to 


be prepared for the industrial strain of another 
‘possible war. 
But Chairman Nourse and his colleagues on 


the Council of Economic Advisers ignore these 


points almost entirely. Instead, there is consid- 
erable talk about the danger of creating excess 
productive capacity. Such talk may be expected 
from the American Iron and Steel Institute and 
perhaps from the National Association of Manu- 
facturers; it comes with bad grace from a board 
of economic advisers to a President who is the 
residuary legatee of the New Deal. 

It comes with particularly bad grace at a time 
when there is so much talk—wise talk—of the 
necessity of military preparedness. Military pre- 

paredness presupposes an economic establish- 


ment of such proportions that some of it is in 


excess of normal national needs. It was only 
because we had such excess capacity during the 
last war that the nation was able actually to 
raise its overall standard of living while turning 
out miraculous quantities of war machines. 
The proverbial example of excess capacity 
existed, before the last war, in the American 
railroads. - No one could discuss the “railroad 
problem” without using the word “overbuilt” in 
every other sentence. President Roosevelt, it is 
said, used to sit on his porch at Hyde Park and, 
looking across the Hudson at the west line of 
the New York Central, observe the folly of hav- 
ing that line in addition to the main tracks on 
the east side of the river. Yet when war came, 
the railroads of the nation as a whole were 
barely sufficient for the load they had to bear. 
Hopeless congestion at the Port of New York 
was preverited only by the existence of the West 
Shore Line of the New York Central. 
S800 it seems to us that the council’s second 
annual report talks too much of “equilibrium”; 


looks too much at normalcy, and does not con- 


sider sufficiently that this country may be 
headed for a permanently higher standard of 
living for a larger population, requiring a ma- 
terial expansion of economic capacity. : 
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The Tie That Brightens 

The question of what to do with Christmas 
ties is as moot as the question of what to do 
with old razor blades. A San Francisco haber- 
dasher now thinks he has solved it. He has 
opened an exchange at which men may turn in 
unwanted Christmas ties as a credit on the pur- 
chase of ties they do want. . 

Superficially, this sounds humane. Funda- 
mentally, though, it is merely going to take 
some heat off the timid male that ought to be 
on. Most men have to be prodded to wear any 


“tie brighter than a discouraged brown. A spot 


of green, a fleck of red, a dash of purple, and 
they drop a tie as if it were a hot potato. 

The Christmas tie is a goad to overcoming 
their timidity toward bright colors. The re- 
cipient, if he is really timid about wearing gay 
ties, is also timid about wasting gifts and of- 
fending donors. 

The useful trick is to make him more timid 
about not wearing it than he is about wearing 
it. As long as there are lives that need bright- 
ening up—a dab of fresh paint here, a bit of 
spit-and-polish there—there is only one thing 
to do with Christmas ties. Wear em.

knowledge will buttress their belief that the 
American way is the better way? 
And what happens to that freedom of in- 


quiry, that right to examine, to criticize and to 


propose reforms which, in the past, has kept 
our democracy fresh, vigorous, resilient, always 
adapting itself to new conditions and new times? 
Is our way—and the defense of it—henceforth 
to be blindness? 

That is the way of the totalitarian propa- 
gandist—be he dead Nazi or live Soviet com- 
missar. And look at the end-fruits of German 
book-burning! But there’s more involved here 
than good sense. There is also high principle 
at stake—the constitutionally-guaranteed free- 
dom of thought and expression. 
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Illinois Smarts Under a Rebuke 


Bar and legislative leaders in Illinois have 
been stung by the Supreme Court’s criticism in 
the Tony Marino case, which sets aside an IIli- 
nois murder conviction after the defendant has 
spent 22 years in prison. State Representative 
Powell, leader of the Democrats in the House 
at Springfield, says that if legislation is needed, 
he will be for it. Dean Harno of the Univer- 
sity of Illinois College of Law reports that the 
State Bar Association is studying the question 
of civil rights in appeals from convictions with 
a view to possible corrective action.” 

What is wrong is that a defendant, who has 


not had a fair trial, is caught up in an endless 


“merry-go-round” of alternating actions in state 
and federal courts. This condition did not de- 
velop overnight. It has been building up for 
many years. If laymen knew it—and hundreds 
of persons convicted in Illinois without counsel 
to defend them—lIllinois Supreme Court judges, 
bar leaders, prosecutors and legislators also 
were well aware of it. 

One of the chief centers of resistance to cor: 


‘rections has been the organization of State's 


Attorneys. ‘These county prosecutors are more 
interested in convictions than they are in the 
Bill of Rights. Once an accused person is put 
behind bars, the idea of a new trial, in satisfac- 
tion of constitutional rights, has no appeal for 


the official who prosecuted him. The State Su- 


preme Court has been, if anything, even less 
concerned about the civil liberties of defendants. 
Since this callous attitude has been held up to 
national reproach by a unanimous ruling of the 
Supreme Justices in Washington, correction 
should come in short order in Illinois. 
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The Rights of U.N. Correspondents 


If anything is obvious about an organization 
such as the United Nations, it is that the world 


press must be free to cover its deliberations 


without correspondents being hampered and 
harassed by the host nation. 
There have been arrests and protests in the 


past months, and as a result the United Nations 
three weeks ago signed a pact with the United 
States to protect the rights of correspondents. 


This pact stipulates that in case of, suspected 
abuse of journalistic privileges, deportation pro- 
ceedings may not be instituted except with prior 
approval of the Secretary of State and after 


consultation with the Secretary General of U.N. 


Despite this pact, the Department of Justice 
this week arrested two correspondents, one rep- 
resenting the People’s Age of Bombay, and the 
other purportedly representing Demokratis, of 
Nicosia on the island of Cyprus. In neither 


‘ease was the U.N. consulted or forewarned. 


Both papers are Communist organs, and ap- 
parently there are technical questions as to the 
right of the two men to accreditation. The over- 
riding fact, however, is that they were accred- 
ited and that the United States was pledged not 
to proceed against them except after consulta- 
tion with the Sécretary General of the U.N. 
Mr. Lie, Secretary General of U.N., has shown 
himself a just and able administrator. If Com- 
munist busybodies are taking refuge in U.N. ac- 


‘ereditafion in order to spread propaganda, with- 


out a real mission to cover U.N. news, Mr. Lie 
presumably will be quite ready to withdraw 
their accreditation. Meanwhile, the United 
States should observe its pledge.

The United States has long been ridden 
by slogans, In no field has this been more 
evident than in international trade. “Bar 
the products of pauper labor abroad”; 
“safeguard our infant industries from for- 
eign invasion”; “protect us from the dan- 
gerous threats of other industrialized na- 
tions”; “keep your 
dollars at home“; 
“buy American” — 
these have done far 
more to entrench 
protected interests 
than any arguments 
of the many tariff 
leagues. Like other 
naive notions that a 
surplus of exports is 
a “favorable” balance 
of trade, they Belong 
in this pregnant hour 
of the world’s history 
to an outworn and 
injurious American ; 
past. Indeed, our es 
traditional international policies not only 
fail to serve our complex industrial setup, 
but could destroy it. 


Taste for American Products 


Today we need new slogans based upon 
the indisputable truths which must be adopt- 
ed if the world is to be restored, the stand- 
ards of living everywhere raised. “Imports 
control our exports”; “To sell abroad we 
must buy abroad”; “To obtain foreign mar- 
kets, we must offer our markets”; “Amer- 
ica cannot grow without foreign trade”; 
“Want cheaper autos? Then lower the tariff 
bars”; “Want to lower the cost of living? 
Then work for freer trade.” 

Never has there been such an opportu- 
nity to sell our goods to all the world, if 
only because our Army has introduced 
American products to the farthermost coun- 
tries, and never has the technical skill of 
Americans enjoyed such high repute. Nev- 
er has it been so plain to all mankind 
that economic security is needed and can 
be achieved primarily by economic justice, 
reciprocal trading, and thriving industries 
profitably pursued. 


Without levelling tariff bars, without re- 
moval of the invisible tariffs and othet 
handicaps to international trade, all efforts 


to build world organizations for peace, all 


treaties pledging non-aggression for dec- 
ades, all co-operation in the exploitation of 
oil, of air traffic, or of the markets of 
backward péoples, will go for nought. The 
only world in which agreements lixe these 
can really be made realistic instruments of 
peace is one in which there is a steadily 
developing international trade co-operation 


‘along the lines of the ITO Charter. 


The Alternative Is War 


The alternative is most dangerous re- 
strictions, controls, quotas, embargoes, eco- 
nomic rivalry, international hatred, and 
finally, atomic war. Never will there be 
such another chance to make over the 
world so that it may live as if it were one 
wholesome, prosperous community subor- 
dinating all selfish rivalries to the welfare 
of the whole. Above all, it is the oppor- 
tunity to abandon the archaic idea that 
trade is warfare and that the great objec- 
tive of every nation must be to injure every 


other nation by selling them all that it can 
and buying as little as possible from each 
one with which it trades. 


A well known educator, Bryn J. Hovde, 
has thus summed up the case: 

All the world is waiting to observe how 
the United States will settle its foreign 
policy. If, due to the pressures of pri- 
vate industry and labor, the United States 
excludes the only payment they can make 
for their imports, namely their goods 
and services, other countries will be 
forced to consider democracy a failure. 
It is on such simple and undramatic mat- 
ters as this that our devotion to democ- 
racy will be tested. 


A Test of Democracy 


For the American citizen the tariff con- 
stitutes an outstanding test of democracy 
because the protected groups have for gen- 
erations molded the fiscal policies of the 
Government for their own private profit. 
Tariffs have been written, not with an eye 
to the public weal, but to that of entrenched 
interests, The real stake has too often 
been the filling of the treasuries of the 
leading political parties, 

Decisions of vital importance to the peo- 
ple of the United States have been settled 
by handfuls of men in committee rooms, 
No one can contend that there is true dem- 
ocratic rule as long as the price of sugar 
is fixed by representatives of such forced 
and artificial enterprises as those of our 
growers of beet or cane sugar. It was 
Woodrow Wilson who deciared in his New 
Freedom that he was particularly inter- 
ested in “getting the grip of special inter- 
ests off the throat of Congress” in all tariff 
matters. He did not succeed, Now is the 
time for another effort. 


Human Rights at Stake 


Whatever the new or old arguments for 
further bolstering of the protective tariff 
system, they are bound to prove erroneous 
because in free trade human freedom is it- 
self at stake. Against the bedrock prin- 
ciple upon which rests the right to buy 
where and when one will, all compromises, 
all excuses for continuance of the exploita- 
tion of the masses for the benefit of the 
few, will in the long run collapse or work 
enormous injuries upon the peoples in- 
volved. At bottom there remains the ques- 
tion whether government shall sponsor the 
fleecing of the multitude and the enrich- 
ing of the privileged. individual by the 
wholesale plundering of his fellow-citizens. 


Freedom of trade alone will not insure 
world peace and by itself it will not bring 
freedom and justice to our people. But 
with freedom of trade won, the removal 
of other entrenched domestic evils and 
special privileges will be far easier than 
is the case today. 

The moral and financial leadership of 
the world is in our grasp. To free the 
world, we must first free trade.

“Ariel's” Second Wife 


MARY SHELLEY'S JOURNAL, edited Frederick L. 
Jones. (University of Oklahoma Press, orman, Ole} 
On July 28, 1814, at 4 in the morning, 

Mary Godwin, 16, daughter ‘of the English 
political philosopher, William Godwin, and 
Percy Shelley, 22, son of Sir Timothy Shel- 
ley and husband of Harriet Westbrook 
Shelley, eloped to Dover and the Conti- 
nent. Thus began a relationship. which, 
though not regularized by marriage until 
the suicide of Harriet Shelley in 1816, con- 
tinued until Shelley’s death eight years 
later in a sailing accident. 

Shelley began writing this journal on the 
day after the elopement. Mary continued 
it, with occasional lapses and occasional 
entries by Shelley, until Shelley’s death; 
and she added several pages in lAter years, 

The diary is perhaps the most impor- 
tant single source of information about 
Shelley, and it has never before been pub- 
lished entire. The Shelley family privately 
printed 12 somewhat expurgated copies, 

Valuable as the work is for scholarly 
purposes, and carefully as Mr. Jones has 
edited it, its interest need not be confined 
to specialists. One needs no special train- 
ing to be delighted by the youthful ar- 
rogance of these young lovers of mankind, 
opposing custom with all the ardor of their 
tender years; by Mary’s charming imita- 
tion of Shelley’s phrases; by their love of 
ghost stories—Mary of course was to write 
“Frankenstein,” a book to which Holly- 
wood still produces several annual sequels; 
and by their eager desire to reconcile such 
supernatural manifestations with atheism. 

And only a little perception is needed for 
one to see that Mary the wife of Shelley 
was one person, and Mary the widow of 
the great poet was quite another. ‘She 
took from him the character which kept 
her busy reading difficult books, “improv- 
ing her mind,” and aping thoughts which 
were beyond her ken. She fell to pieces 
when no longer upheld by his genius, and 
in her bereavement became querulous, self- 
pitying, and priggish—became, indeed, in 
the worst sense of the word Victorian.

Phe United States Air Force winds 
up the year with 335,000 men and 
officers, well along on the road 
to recovery from its postwar low 
of 301,000. 

It announced last night that in 
the period June-to-September, in- 
clusive, enlistments averaged 11,- 
000 men a month. This compares 
with the monthly rate of 9000 
needed to bring the force up to 
to the target figure of 261,000 men 
and officers by the ehd of next 
June. The 401,000 manpower is 
the size which the Air Force esti- 
mates can be used under present 
appropriations. 

Air Force recruiting has con- 
trasted sharply with the enlist- 
ment difficulties the ground army 
has had for the last year. 

More than 46,000 of the 64,000 
officers who will be needed for 
the 401,000-man Air Force are on 
active duty, the USAF said, and it 
expects to bring the officers corps 
up to required strength from the 
30,000 applications from Air Re- 
serve officers who desire to go on 
active duty. 

Expiration of short-term enlist- 
ments for which enlisted men 
signed up soon after the war ac- 
counted for a high turnover in 
manpower during the last year, the 
Air Force said.

The climax 
comes when the magician triumphantly holds 
the card up in front of the microphone.

But for the depression 
and the death rattle of vaudeville, 
Durante probably would never 
have turned his eyes Hollywood- 
ward, Accompanied by Jackson 
and Clayton (who manages his 
business and helps prepare scripts) 
and his former drummer, Jack 
Roth—now an inseparable com- 
panion—(“he remembers things!“) 
—Durante invaded the film capital 
for an inauspicious debut in “Get 
Rich Quick Wallingford.” 

At this point, the pogo stick 


began writing his chart, as Du- 


rante alternated between coasts 
with Eastern hits in “Strike Me 
Pink” and “Jumbo,” and several 
filmg which were not cut to the 
Durante cloth. In 1936 he took

When Durante returned to Hol- 
lywood in 1942, following his Co- 
pacabana success and growing ra- 
dio.fame, he met a mixed recep- 
tion. According to Richard 
Thorpe, the director who has 
guided several of Jimmy’s films, 
including hig latest, “This Time 
for Keeps,” old-timers knew and 
loved him. 

“But the younger generation, 
mindful of Jimmy’s background 


(and what killed vaudeville), was 


skeptical. It had to be convinced,” 
adds Thorpe. 

Impossible to “direct” his frus- 
tration, simulated anger and split- 
second timing, Hollywood wisely 
has given Jimmy his head. 

“When he sings one of the songs 
that he made famous in the twen- 
ties, or does his routines,” says 
Thorpe, “I set the stage, batten 
down the hatches and step clear. 
I call ‘Action,’ sit back and enjoy 
a ringside seat!” 

In constant attendance are his 
former partners, on the perma- 
nent Durante payroll and devoted 
zealously to furthering Jimmy's 
interests, Clayton’s major head- 
ache is curbing Jimmy's open- 
handed generosity, his unsung 
charity being a byword even in 
the altruistic entertainment world, 

His cheerful indifference to 
money is reflected in a similar 
disregard for other essentials such 
as slieep—of which he averages 
five hours nightly — and food, 
which plays even a smaller role 
in the Durante design for living. 

Breakfast—if he remembers—is 
one or two raw eggs, “for the 
verce!" Lunch consists principally 


of. digesting all the news he can 


read from the armload of papers 
he carries, including the racing 
form, studied through  horn- 
rimmed glasses, Dinner, at home, 
features a main course of corn 
flakes, followed by more corn 
flakes for dessert.

Very 
often a streptococcic sore throat 
may not produce as much pain as 
other types. On certain occasions 
the bacteria present in the throat 
may gain entry into the biqod 
stream, and affect organs in other 
parts of the body, such as the kid- 
neys, bones, and so forth, -

: The influenza vaccine 


‘has proven of great value in pre- 


venting this disease. During the 
war, this vaccine was used by the 
Army with very great success, and 
is now being commonly used by 
the general population. 

Influenza is caused by. a virus, 
and there are several different 
so-called strains or varieties. The 
commonest of these are types A 
and B, and these are the types 
incorporated in the vaccine now 
in common usage. 

The vaccine is prepared and 
grown from the fluid of chick em- 
bryos (premature chicks), after 
these embryos have been infected 
with the disease. In view of the 
source of. the vaccine, 
must be observed in administering

N this column a couple of weeks 
| asc, I outlined a railroad ex- 

ecutive’s arguments for con- 
tinuing private ownership of 
American railroads. Now to put 
before my readers the arguments 
of a labor leader in favor of na- 
tionalization of our railroads. 

He writes me that he feels that 
“the ideal of free enterprise is 
gradually being destroyed by the 
growth of powerful and selfish 
monopolies.” He feels that our 
railroads are not effectively regu- 
lated by the Government. He says 
less than one-half of 1 per cent 
of freight tariffs are brought be- 
fore the Interstate Commerce 
Commission for consideration and 
action. And his feeling is that 
this commission has been more 
indulgent to the interests of rail- 
road management than to the 
interests of the employes or even 
of the traveling and shipping 


public. 
x 


THE ACCUSATION is made 
that the commission does not 
follow through and make sure that 
the railroads comply in the matter 
of safety equipment or safe opera- 
tion, The railroads themselves 
are accused of always waiting un- 
til they are “forced” to make 
improvements in either the work- 
ing conditions or wages of their 
employes as well as in the mod- 
ernization of their equipment. 

An example is cited to prove 
that selfish gain rather than 
public service is the main factor 
in the management of railroads. 
The example is the running time 
of eight important routes for the 
shipment of fast freight from 
California to Chicago. These 
routes vary in length as much as 
450 miles, and yet for all of them 
the running time is set at 118 
hours and 30 minutes. 


IT IS CLAIMED that the rail- 
roads insist on earning on a higher 
valuation for class 1 roads than 
the actual par value of the rail- 
road stocks and bonds. This is, 
of course, a controversial question 
since there are — different 
ways of approaching valuation. 
But the argument is made that 
the Government could acquire the 
railroads for approximately one 
half the amount on which the 
owners fee] they must earn a re- 
turn. 

And it is claimed that operating 
costs could be cut—for instance, 
in the case of those fast freight 
trains running between California 
and Chicago. One of the com- 
plaints made by those in favor of 
nationalization is that railroad 
management is not free to act 
upon many suggestions for econ- 
omy and the better running of the 
roads because they must do the 
bidding of “financial overlords.” 
My correspondent concludes: 1 
have therefore come to the con- 
clusion that the only final and 
complete answer to this problem 
is Government ownership of the 
railroads.” 41 


I WONDER what the verdict of 
the American people is going to 
be, in the course of the next few 
years, on the nationalization of 
industry. I am quite sure that the 
regulation now done by Govern- 
ment could be better done. I am 
quite. sure that we should remove 


‘the political influence which is felt 


in every branch of the Govern- 
ment even when it deals with 
business where there should be no 
question of politics. 

However, my feeling is that our 
country is still so young and is so 
big that it would be well to move 
slowly and to make any changes 
only after careful consideration, 
since I do not feel we have as yet 
reached the final chapter of our 
free-enterprise system.

When the 
time came for contests she went 
in for all of them and brought 
back the prizes, Through the elim- 
inations she went on to the state 
competitions and won a batch of 
them. That was not enough. She 
entered the National contests at 
Indianapolis and carried off the 
blue ribbon. It seemed like there 
was no way to stop the kid. 

It was her skill that won honors 
for her, but it was something else. 
It was her’ “oneness” with the 
instrument that she played. Into 
it she threw the soul of music.

For a starter she joined a group 
of McKendree College students on 
a vacation tour through Southern 
Illinois. They sang for dear old 
McK, and Janie came through 
with the accordion in a ‘way to 
panic high school boys into the 
notion of enrolling at McKendree 
in the fall.

ittle girl who could do 


such things with the accordion, 
Tom Fortune of New Baden, III., 
leader of a students’ orchestra 
in the summer trade heard about 
her. A girl who could make the 
saxophone moan the way she 
could and do solos on the accordi- 
on was just the thing. The outfit 
played at homecomings, lodge af- 
fairs and dances, One of the regu- 
lar spots was the weekly Elks 
dance at Centralia, Ill. Fortune 
was planning to send out a girls’ 
band in the fall after the student 
musicians went back to school. 
He organized it and it went out 
under the nme of “Velma and 
Jean.” Velma and Jean were Vel- 
ma Wunsch and Jean Skinner of 
St. Louis. Janie was taken on to 
deliver with the sax and double 
with accordion solos, The orches- 
tra of six pieces toured the south 
for two years. 


All of that had put an end to. 
high school for Janie. To every- 
one’s dismay, she says, she quit 
when she was a junior because 
she didn’t want to wait for grad- 
uation and went all out for the 
career that she had chosen. 

Janie ani her crowd were play- 
ing at Phoenix, Ala. and the 

Artega All Girls Orchestra, or- 
ganized for camp shows in the 
States, was at Fort Benning, Ga. 
D’Artega happened t~ be at Phoe- 
nix and heard Janie doing her 
stuff at a night club. He asked 
Janie if she would like to go with 
his outfit. Would she? Before he 
could change his mind she said 
“yeasir” so fast that she ran the 
words together. So it was settled. 
She had to give two weeks’ no- 
tice, She joined the All-Girls at 
San Antonio Air Base. First the 
girls went to Hollywood to do a 
spot in a movie. For six months 
they played movie theaters from, 
coast to coast. Then, in the fall 
of 1944, the USO took on the or- 
ganization for overseas.

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NE of the most dangerous 
0 things about getting divorce 

is the distorted judgment that 
you get from it. 

This works both ways: 
derestimate your partner, 
overestimate yourself. Mrs. Q. is 
a current illustration of this, in 
my acquaintance. Every reader 
will be able to think several, 
among his or her own friends. 

Like other women who are 
working up to a divorce, Mrs. Q. 
is working up a growing indigna- 
tion against her husband. This 
attitude snowballs into an ava- 


lanche of ill-feeling and deprecia- 


tion. He's a dishonest bum—it’s 


hard for her to imagine any 


crime he wouldn’t commit, any 
contemptible action that would 
be beneath him. Actually, he’s a 
superior man/in almost every 
way. Everyone else knows it, and 
she has always known it. But if 
she knew it now, she couldn’t go 
through with the divorce on which 
she has set her heart. So she 
has to crowd this knowledge out 
of her consciousness, and substi- 
tute for it this image of infamy, 
which she inflates a little each 
day by blowing hard into it.

orth armament and good will. 


Always he is a realist, but a 
dynamic realist, a realist whose 
idealism permeates the realities of 
his time.
